LONDON, Jan. 22.-—After a meeting of the British 
cabinet that lasted for two and a half hours today, it was 
officially announced it had been found impossible to reach 
unanimous agreement on the report of the sub-committee 
which had been studying means to remedy the adverse 
balance of trade. 

This confirmed reports the cabinet, and the sub- 
committee itself, were split over the general outline of the 
tariff proposals that are to be submitted to parliament 
shortly after its reassembling, on February 2, with the two- 
fold object of raising revenue and cutting down foreign 


imports.

it deserves. Our banks are safe places in 
which to deposit money. 

That is the first and primary function 
of a bank, to take care of the money that 
is deposited with it, in order that the own- 
er may get the money when he wants it. 
The money handed over their counters 
does not belong to the banks. It is the 
property of those who entrust them with 
it, and no matter how excellently a bank 
may discharge other functions, if it fails 
to keep faith with its depositors to the let- 
ter its ruin is certain and in the long run it 
must do more harm than good to the com- 
munity. 

This one thing Canadian banks do to 
the limit. It is accepted as a matter of 
course in Canada that when one puts 
money.in a bank it is safe and can be se- 
cured whenever it is required. Because 
that is taken as a matter of course, the 
banks do not get all the appreciation that 
is coming to them for living up to their 
*irst and inescapable obligation. It is well 
to remember that depositors in other 
countries have no such assurance. 

With banks in the United States going 
down like ninepins, Canadians may well 
congratulate themselves on the stability of 
their banks. It is stated that 4,000 banks 
in the republic closed their doors last 


year. Perhaps not all of them went 
“broke” absolutely, and the depositors 


may get something out of the wreckage. 
But that millions of depositors’ money has 
thus been lost is certain. 

Even in this time of unprecedented de- 
pression, with all its complicated reactions 
in finance, no Canadian depositor has lost 
money through the inability of his bank to 
deliver the cash when he called for it. Nor 
are Canadian depositors lying awake 
nights wondering whether the bank will 
open its doors in the morning, as thous- 
ands of their neighbors across the line 
must be doing and have been doing for a 
year or more.
